Of the whole li-t i t' ehips that are en- 
titled to the hijihest subsidy rate fixed 
by the bill nine-tenths are owned by four 
companios.to- wit, the International Navl 
git ion Company, the New York and Onba 
Mail Company, the I'aritic Mail Steam- 
ship Company and the American Mail 
Steamship Company. 

Nine tenths of the smaller subsidy 
rates that would be paid on foreign-baiit 
8 1 camera won Id alio go to four eonoama 
only, and these four are really only two 
operating under d iterent namee— name- 
Iv, tha Standard Oil tmat and the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 

Under the claufies which provide l>oun- 
ties for ahipe now building for foreign 
trade in American shipyards and half 
bounties for shipe building abroad for 
Americ an ownera it appeam further that 
less than a doxen ahip ownera and only 
fonr ship builders wonld be beneficiaries. 

This, then, is what the ship subsidy 
bill woold do, summed in a aeotenoe: 
It woold take from the pockets of 76,000,- 
OKI people Jtl.OOO.OOO a year to put it into 
the pocketa of less than two doz -n private 
bunneaa ooncama all told.

use its treasures without foriiiiiig, purify- 
ing and eU vatint; their taste in literature. 
New taste in literature leads naturally to 
to correspondini; taate as reganh the 
major and minor virtuee and their op- 
poeitea. I look for the time, not far dis- 
tant, when the <lemaiid for books by the 
msBH of the public will be in itaelf a ae- 
lection of the best and pureet; when it 
will be impoHDible to reproach the peo- 
•pie, as is done to-day, with buying the 
-ephemeral trash that ia offenid at a 
.penny, and negleet the aeholara and the 
>poets and the wise ones of ancient dave. 
The free library is doing for the working 
people, what the oiroolating library can- 
not do for ita readers who gn in bmari 
cloth and in silk. In the time to come, 
in tba near future, it will be the latter 
who raad the rubbiah, and the former 
who will oreate tha demand for the bet- 
ter lltaralara."
